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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 23 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

The spacer plate (32 fig. 4) has a pair of leg and the stiffener plate (30 fig. 4) include a 
cutout portion to receive an interlock. 

The claim to spacer plate having an interlock is a new matter since Figure 4 fails to show 
any interlock on the spacer plate. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 23 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 23 recites the limitation "the spacer plate" in line 1 . There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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The phrase "the spacer plate further includes an interlock moveable between a first and 
second positions", lines 1-2, renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear as to what interlock 
applicant is referring to. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 20-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gravener 
et al. (US 5,100,042). 

With regard to claim 1, Gravener et al. discloses a surgical device comprising: a frame 
(staple entire structure) having first and second ends (handle and anvil sections); a body portion 
(10, 20) defining a stationary handle (11, 21) secured to the end frame (handle section); a trigger 
(130) pivotably secured to the body; a head portion (left frame 60) including an anvil assembly 
(240, 400, 270) and cartridge assembly (460); anvils (270) including a plurality of staple forming 
pockets (fastener retaining apertures) and defining a channel for receiving a stiffener plate (400). 

With regard to claim 20, Gravener et al. shows right and left frame members (30, 60) and 
the anvil assembly (240, 460, 270) being secured between the distal end of the frame members. 

With regard to claims 21 and 22, Gravener et al. shows spacer plate (portions between 
anvils 270;and integral with supporting arm) is positioned between the stiffener (400) plate and 
the anvils (270). 
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With regard to claims 23 and 24, no art rejection has been applied due to the uncertainty 
of the claimed limitations. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though/the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gravener et al. 
Gravener et al. is silent about the material, which the stiffener palate and the anvil are 
made from. 

However, it would have been obvious to one skill in the art at the time of the invention to 
make the stiffener plate and the anvil of stainless steel, since Gravener et al. teaches that frames 
are constructed from stainless steel (col. 5, line 45-48).
